RUSSIANS REGAIN

In reply to repeated questioning,

Byrnes Cites Order. 


Byrnes cited a provision of the 
President's executive order direct- 
ing that soil conservation and oth- 
ér benefit payments be taken into 
account in fixing farm ceiling 
prices. He said the executive or- 
der was based on the Constitution 
and upon laws. He had no further 
information than that and had not 
discussed that point with the 
President, Byrnes said, 


Byrnes said it was the duty of 
the Price Administrator and the 
Secretary of Agriculture to fix 
farm prices, insisting that he had 
no duty to act unless there was 
some dispute between the two. 
There was no such dispute, he 
said. 


“I must maintain that position 
despite the fact that many people 
might like to have me pass on ag- 
ricultural prices,” Byrnes said. 

His duty was to formulate gen- 
eral policy to control prices, wages 
and salaries and to put the brakes 
on civilian purchasing power, 
Byrnes said, adding: 

“If I believed this order was di- 
rectly in violation of law, I would 
ask the President to change it. If 
I had those doubts, and that was 
not done, I would resign.”

I was beginning to grasp the re- 
markable morale-building power of 
these Red Army front-zone news- 
papers and news sheets. Later I 
saw copies of many of them such 
as Red Army Pravda which is pub- 
lished somewhere along the cen- 
tral front and Forward Against 
the Enemy which appears on the 
Kalinen front. Early in Septem- 
ber Forward Against the Enemy 
put out a special issue devoted to 
the Rzhev offensive. Some of its 
contents were as follows: 

A list of the newly decorated 
men and officers belonging to. the 
Army on this front. 

A sketch of one Captain who was 
cited for special valor. 

Photographs of the Lieutenant 
commanding a mine-throwing de- 
tachment which destroyed 100 
Nazis, of whom the Lieutenant 
himself killed 16. 

A news story about a Russian 
armored train which made a suc- 
cessful attack against the Germans 
on the Rzhev line. 

A cartoon and two poems writ- 
ten by soldiers at the front. Also 
an announcement of a contest for 
the best Red Army’ song or’ the 
words for a song, with two entries 
to be published in each issue of 
the daily. 

In other words, these Red Army 
newspapers are as personal and fo- 
cal as a small town weekly or 
daily. 

Frequently Bombed. 

Editor Nosov’s Son of the Fa- 

therland has run off its edition 


‘of 8000 copies or more in farm- 
yards, in ravines, in pine forests or 


in roofless “garages” dug deeply 
into the open prairie, just a few 
miles back of the front lines. 

“Have you been bombed very 
much?” I asked. 

Nosov laughed. 

“We always are being bombed. 
Just look behind this house. Fritz 
dropped one there the other day. 
Once we were caught in a very 
heavy raid. I put all my staff in 
trenches we had prepared just out- 
side the cabin in which we were 
working. They dropped bombs all 
around us, but nobody was hurt.” 

When I pressed Nosov to tell 
about his four-wheeled newspaper’s 
narrowest escape, he replied: 

“Well, once we were completely 
cut off by the Germans along with 
some of our Red Army units, Ev- 
erybody dropped his newspaper 
work and took up rifles. Oh, yes 
—the girls, too. We joined the sol- 
diers and fought for 10 days, Then 
our unit fought its way out. We 
saved everything. We didn’t even 
lose a stick of type.” 

. Before I left, Editor Nosov in- 
sisted that pictures must be taken / 
for their next issue. We were in 
an isolated peasant village which 
with its scattered Lincoln-like log 
cabins looked as primitive as any 
farming district imaginable. But 
for all that Son of the Fatherland 
had a staff photographer on call

Talks. With Son. 


Somehow, it was strange to meet 
our son, Elliott, for the first time 
in many weeks. The room was 
full of dinner guests and it was 
not until after dinner and the 
movie lay behind us, and the King 
and Queen retired, that we settled 
down to talk together. Elliott has 
been deeply impressed by much he 
has seen and experienced here, He 
hopes I shall, have an opportunity 
to see him and his unit and many 
of the other things which have im- 
pressed him. 

Miss Thompson (Miss Malvina 
Thompson, her secretary) and I 
had a quiet breakfast this morn- 
ing before an open fire in my sit- 
ting room. Then we read the pa- 
pers, which have fewer pages over 
here and, therefore, are not so 
voluminous to go through, but still 
give one all the essential news. 

I have also made the discovery 
that my little portable radio works 
rextremely well in this part of the 
world, and so at 8 o’clock and 9 
o’clock I listened to the news. 

At 10:45, we left to attend the 
press conference at the United 
States Embassy, and I must say it 
‘was a formidable gathering I faced. 
It reminded me far more of the 
President’s. press conference at 
home than my small gatherings of 
ladies. In it were represented the 
Empire, British and United States 
press. I was asked a number of 
questions about my plans, which 
are still nebulous in ‘detail except 
for two or three days in advance, 
but with a carefully defined objec- 
tive, since I know quite well what 
I really want to see.

We returned to find a good deal 
of mail. All are more than kind in 
offering to show me their particu- 
lar piece of work and to help me 
in any way they can to see things. 
I think Miss Thompson is going 
to have a hard time keeping up 
with the various invitations, but 
I know everyone will understand 
my great desire to do as much as 
possible to make this visit useful 
both here and in the United States.

Winston Churchill, Mrs. Roosevelt 
visited an air base and made a 
short address to the personnel. She 
stood on a hangar platform in 
front of Lockheed Hudson bomber 
engines decorated with American 
flags, and was introduced by Col. 
J. J. Liewellin, Minister of. Air- 
craft production. 

Her itinerary today included an 
inspection of an anti-aircraft gun 
site partly staffed by women. 

After a visit last evening with 
King George and Queen Elizabeth 
in the country, Mrs. Roosevelt 
spent the night at: the country 
home of Prime! Minister and Mrs. 
Churchill, 

She disclosed yesterday that two

Besides the glow of the full mg 
there were plenty of lights in 
desert, the night of the offensive, 
Gun flashes predominated. .

The noise was terrible_and bully- 
ing.

For Rabaul Harbor is a tricky 
base, giving its possessors the ad 
vantages of many mooring places 
Shaped like a human ear, Rabaul, 
in reality, is three harbors in one 
—Simpson Harbor and Greet Har- 
bor making up the upper part of 
the. ear and Kravia Harbor com- 
prising the basin just above the 
lobe. Rabaul opens eastward to- 
ward the island of New Ireland 
and its three harbors-in-a-harbor 
empty into the sea by a two-mile 
wide passage through Blanche Bay. 

Despite deployment of enemy 
shipping among the scattered an- 
chorages, the American B-17s have 
been consistently successful in 
seeking out vessels for damage 
and destruction. 

Greet is the smallest of the harm 
bors, being only one mile across 
from the tip of Sulfur Point to 
Matupi Island, which lies like a 
hot potato half-held in Greet Har- 
bor’s mouth. Matupi, where Wes- 
s\ieyan and Roman Catholic mis- 
ions were situated until the Jap- 
anese moved in, is connected with 
the city of Rabaul by a stone 
causeway. Above Rabaul, and less 
than.a mile from the town, is the 
baby volcano of Mount Tavurvu 
which, although less than 1000 feet 
high, waves its active smoke plume 
across the sky as though beckon- 
ing Yankee bombers in that di- 
rection. 

The Japanese have found a way 
of camouflaging almost everything 
to look like something else, but a 
volcano is still a problem for them. 


Little Aerial Resistance. 

Little or no Japanese aerial re- 
sistance has resulted in the Amer- 
ican attacks, but three airdromes 
scattered around the inner harbors, 
which were Australian for brief 
weeks at the beginning of the war, 
all have responded with ag 
anti-aircraft fire.

Remedy for Farm Manpower Shortage. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
* ARLY in 1942, the cry of a drastic 
farm labor shortage went up, “If 
something isn’t done,” this cry informed 
us, “crops will rot in the fields,” 

This cry was repeated in various 
places and charges and countercharges 
followed with machine-gun _ rapidity. 
What happened? The year grew into 
adolescence and slipped into adulthood. 
Crops were harvested—bumper crops. 
And with few exceptions, no crops were 
lost because of labor shortage. 

October showed up and with it came a 
slight change in the warning. This time 
it was: “Drain of manpower in Mis- 
souri threatens spring crop planting.” 
And here again came the cry of “wolf” 
rolled under. the tongues of individuals 
and groups. “War plants are taking our 
farm workers. Selective service is tak- 
ing our farm workers”—and on, and on. 

* * * 


Of course, war plants and selective 
gervice are taking workers from the 
and doubtless this practice will 
continue. We must have guns, ships, 
shells and planes, and we must have an 
armed force to utilize these things in 
the prosecution of the war. At the same 
time, we must have food to feed our 
armies and our civilians. Whether we 
like it or not, this food must be pro- 
duced with a reduced supply of farm 
workers. 


A war will be waged on our agricul- | 


tural acres next year—a terrific war— 
y but the job can be performed if we at- 
tack the problem intelligently. 

In 1942, hundreds of thousands of man- 
hours went to waste that will have to be 
utilized in 1948. Some of those man- 
hours were found on the Jawns of our 
county courthouses as groups of loafers 
formed a human sun dial following the 
shade clockwise around the building. 
Some of those hours were found in our 
high schools and colleges, our swimming 
pools, our picnic grounds and our club 
rooms. Some of those hours were found 
on our WPA projects that could and 
should be dispensed with in 1943. 

In our high schools and colleges alone 
we have an untold wealth of farm labor, 
If every boy and girl will spend one 
hour a day in our fields in 1943, a great 
deal of the slack will be taken up. 

Let’s get the loafers off our court- 
house lawns, off our streets. Let’s close 
relief work projects.and get these work- 
ers into our fields. Let’s appeal to our 
private organizations to get their mem- 
bers to devote some of their leisure time 
to farm work. Let’s train more of our 
woman volunteer war workers to operate 
farm machinery. 

“Ah,” but the cry comes back, “it 
takes time to train farm workers.” Yes, 
that’s true, but it also takes time to 
train seamen, gunners, pilots and engi- 
neers, and it is being done. 


I know a 10-year-old boy reared in the 
city who operated an 80-acre farm in 
Indiana for four years, practically alone. 
This boy raised hogs, poultry, grew corn, 
Oats and buckwheat. Incidentally, he 
cut the major portion of the winter fuel 
supply from nearby timber. 

If we can wake up, if we aren’t afraid 
to develop calluses on ‘our hands, crops 
will be planted and harvested in 1943 
in spite of an ever-increasing labor 
shortage.

Harbor. Two days after the first landing, the four 
cruisers were “surprised like sitting ducks,” despite 
the fact that the approach of strong Japanese naval 
units was announced by an American plane the night 
before. :

They were surprised, first, because they had 
assumed a defensive station, patrolling back and 
forth over a fixed course in narrow waters and 
awaiting the enemy instead of going out to at- 
tack him, 

They were surprised, secondly, because their 

dispositions enabled the enemy to-approach al- 
most within gun range without detection; third, 
because only a small part of their crews was at 
battle stations when action started and, fourth, 
because the Admira] in command of the Northern 
cruiser sereen had left the scene in his flag- 
ship and, judging from the Navy Department's 
communique, no one had succeeded him in actual 
tactical command, 3 ; 
Other defeats followed the loss of the four cruisers, 
and they occurred in such a way as to show that 
the lessons of the first debacle were not learned 
and applied by the Navy high command. Two light 
transports, the Little and the Gregory, heavily load- 
ed with supplies, were caught by a Japanese cruiser 
and other vessels, just as the three big cruisers 
were caught, and were shelled to destruction as they 
lay “silhouetted brilliantly in the dark against the 
light of burning flares.” 
A tew hours prior to Baldwin’s revelations, the 
Navy announced the removal of Vice Admiral 
Robert L. Ghormley from command in the Southwest 
Pacific, and his replacement by Vice Admiral Wil- 
liam F. Halsey Jr.. The warning was given by naval 
officers that to link Ghormley’s removal with recent 
reverses in the Solomons would be pure speculation. 
We make bold to engage in just such speculation. 
Commanders are not removed in the midst of bat- 
tle because someone does not like the cut ef their 
jibs. They ate removed for cause. 

The points of criticism made by Mr. Baldwin are 
concerned with errors of judgment by the higher 
officers whose job it is to direct battles; the hero- 
ism of marines, sailors, soldiers and the men who 
man our flying force has been demonstrated. But 
all the heroism in the world cannot prevail if dodoes 
and fumble-sabers in the high command are not 
capable of matching the enemy in wit, alertness and 
stratagem. ma 

Pearl Harbor, the Normandie fire, unpreparedness 
for the disastrous submarine campaign along the 
Atlantic coast, the Jap landing in the Aleutians and 
now the Solomon mixup—the Navy has hardly lived 
up to the high expectations in which it hag been 
held. Perhaps it needs a few more shake-ups like 
the removal of Admirals Kimmel and Ghormley. 
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SO THE WORKERS MAY VOTE. 

War production is vitally important in this embat- 
tled democracy, and so is exercise of the franchise 
by every eligible citizen in the elections a week from 
tomorrow. So that the voting may not interfere 
with production, the national chairmen of the two 
major parties have united in an extraordinary joint 
statement urging employers to stagger working hours 
so that all employes may vote without any interrup- 
tion of tasks. - 

This is something that should be receiving the 
attention of every factory management in the time 
remaining before election day. It is a problem that 
does not disturb the bosses of the Axis nations’ 
slave labor, against which our own free workers are 
pitted in a mighty Battle of Production. An inspir- 
ing demonstration of democracy will result next 
week if every worker participates in the elections 
that are the basis of this Government, and not a sin- 
gle unit of production is sacrificed in the process, 
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A MATTER FOR THE MILITARY. 
The immediate situation in Congress with respect 
to the drafting of the 18- and 19-year-olds is a bow 
to politics on the eve of the congressional election, 
Both chambers are at last on record for lowering 
the draft age, so neither can now be accused of 
dodging the issue. At the same time, the Senate's 
adoption of the O’Daniel amendment prohibiting the 
use of ‘teen-age drafted men until they have had 
a year of training is no doubt designed to appease 
parents and others who have sent heated protests 
to Washington. 
Since the House is virtually adjourned, with many 
of its members at home campaigning, there is little 
likelihood of further action until after the election. 
But it goes without saying that Congress will hear 
more from the war command on this limitation. 
We may accord full sincerity to Senators Norris, 
Johnson of California and others who pleaded for 
the training restriction; the fact remains that the 
length of training and its circumstances are military 
matters which must, in the end, be left to our mili- 
tary leaders. No one knows better than they the 
importance of adequate training for soldiers before 
they go into battle. They know how costly in man- 
power it would be to send green men against the 
seasoned troops of Germany and Japan. 
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CARRYING THE WAR TO ITALY. 

Big British Lancaster bombers have been active 
over Northwestern Italy for the last few days. Genoa, 
Turin and Savona have been the targets of night at- 
tacks, and big block-busters were dropped on Milan, 
the city which the Italians are so fond of comparing 
with Chicago, in broad daylight. 

Genoa, of course, is an important port for the

In view of his record, Dean Morse’s statement on 
regulation of unions must receive serious attention 
from labor itself and from the general public. He 
draws an irrefutable parallel: 

The Government has found it necessary to 
regulate corpora for as they became larger 
and more powerful, there began to grow 
tain abuses and practices detrimental to 
rights of the stockholders and dangerous to the 
welfare of the nation. It seems more than like- 
ly that as labor unions increase in power and 
assume a place of greater importance in our na- 
tional life, they, too, will be subjected to regula- 
tions designed to protect the working man and 
the nation, 


Labor unions are fostered by law, and have won 


large, they function democratically, but even the 
best friends of unions admit that abuses exist in 
some of them. 

If, as Dean Morse says, the unions do not clean 

their own houses, there is sure to be action by Con- 
gress to curb these evils. Among them are jurisdic- 
tional disputes, wildcat strikes, excessive dues and 
fees, maintenance of labor monopolies, opposition to 
modern labor-saving methods, and so on. 
The increased rights, privileges and powers that 
labor unions have received from the Government 
mean an increased responsibility. It is entirely in 
order that regulations be imposed by Congress, not 
to weaken or handicap the unions, but to check the 
abuses that harm both labor and the public, 
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CLAIRVOYANCE BY CONGRESSMAN BENNETT. 

An advance report of a speech that Congressman 
Phil A. Bennett is going to deliver tomorrow night 
at Stockton, Mo., was received this morning from 
Mr, Bennett's office in Washington. It was mailed 
Saturday, and marked “News for Release Any Time 
After Received.” Interestingly enough, the introduc- 
tion says the quotations are taken from what Mr. 
Bennett “told a large audience here last night.”

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, POSSIBILITIES OF THE AFRICAN FRONT. 

If this sudden offensive in Africa results in clear- 
ing that continent of Axis forces, the war will be- 
come quite different. The scales would tilt sharply 
for the United Nations, United Nations’ air bases 
strung along the Southern shores of the Mediter- 
ranean would enable shipping to resume operation in 
those waters with greatly reduced losses. Winning 
of the Mediterranean would solve almost half the 
United Nations’ shipping difficulties. It is 12,000 
miles from New York to Sues via the long haul 
around South Africa, and only'5000 miles by way of 
Gibraltar. To Britain, the advantage would be even 
greater. 

From these Southern shores of the Mediterranean, 
the forces of the United Nations could menace the 
entire Southern coast of Europe, which would be far 
easier to crack than the Western and Northern 
coasts. Three lines of attack would be open on this 
soft underpart of the Axis: Spain, through which 
Wellington drove as the first step in beating 
Napoleon; the Balkans, with a Yugoslav army still 
fighting and the Danube an inviting highway; Italy, 
weakest member of the Axis and possessed of a long, 
vulnerable coastline. 

But the fight for Africa has just begun. The 
French fleet, Vichy’s stronghold at Dakar, the ques- 
tion of whether to invade Tunisia or remain blind 
to its secret aid to Rommel, American troops newly 
landed in Liberia, Allied control of the ocean Janes, 
Africa’s great distance from Germany—all these are 
important factors in this tense situation. 

This chance to hit Hitler hard, to knock Italy 
out and to offset the Jap threat to India is a mag- 
nificent one. Perhaps this will be the time that 
Field Marshal Rommel, weakened by inadequate sup- 
plies, will go down to defeat. 
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THREE TO BE MARKED FOR DEFEAT. 
There will be three names on the ballots a week 
from tomorrow which should be marked for defeat. 
They are those of Anthony M. Webbe, Clinton T. 
Watson and Myles P. Dyer, unopposed Democratic’ 
candidates for State Senator in the 30th, 32nd 
34th districts, respectively.

I have recently had opportunities to sur- 
vey the prevalence of disowned scrap in a 
sparsely inhabited district of New England 
and in a prosperous New York suburban 
area and, as a result, have reached the con- 
clusion that a’ systematic combing of the 
countryside would produce a very large ton- 
nage of material, But the job will require 
a lot of hard voluntary labor. : 

In every community we need a band o 
Scrap Scouts of gll ages prepared to use 
their eyes, legs and muscles. Their first 
task would be to survey their district, 
marking down scrap accum and re- 
porting any big stuff to the nearest branch 
of War Materials, Inc. They would then 
devote themselves to gathering in every- 
thing they could handle with the aid of 
simple equipment and cart away in trucks. 

In some cases that I have in mind, small- 
scale demolitions and excavations would 
have to be carried out, but a great deal of 
acrap only needs to be disentangled from 
the undergrowth and dragged to the road. 

Work’ of this sort makes an appeal to 
the sporting and collecting instincts, and 
I do not believe there would be any diffi- 


Supplies of scrap in bulk from normal 
industrial channels will not, however, pro- 
duce the 25 million’ tons which will be 
needed from sources outside the industry 
next year, and the balance must be made 
up from what may be termed marginal 
scrap. This may be divided into three cate- 
gories—dormant industrial scrap, household 
scrap and what, for want of a better de- 
scription, I shall call disowned scrap. 

Household scrap is self-explanatory, but 
the border line between the other two is 
sometimes blurred. By and large, dormant 
industrial scrap includes abandoned rail 
roads, factories, large buildings, sunken 
vessels, bridges and other forms of struc- 
tural metal, the salvaging of which is not 
commercially profitable, 

This category is the special piegon of 
War Materials, Inc,, a Government corpo- 
ration provided with large capital funds. 
Its purpose is to organize and finance the 
demolition of scrap-rich, property without 
much regard to cost, and if it does not get

A Negro Surveys His People 


“Ne Day of, Triumph,” by J. Saunders Redding 
(Harper & Bros., New York.) 
HE Negro author of this book knew 
confusion of soul from his earliest child 
hood. He was nurtured on the conflicting 
views of his yellow Grandmother Conway, 


ance, and those of his black Grandmother 
Redding, who harbored a fanatical hatred 
of whites. As a student in Brown Univer- 
sity, a Jewish classmate set him on the 
road to sanity by saying: “Schizophrenia in 
the mind, that’s the curse of God; but in 
the spirit, it’s man’s curse upon himself.” 
So the quest began—the search for truth 
and understanding. 

In 1940, the University of North Carolina 
furthered his mission. Redding was invited 
to make a survey of Negro life in the South; 
there were no restrictions, Still disturbed, 
Redding started by car with no set itiner 
ary, but with a definite aim. He would try 
to discover if there were any values worth 
saving, any. validities. 

* J 

Touring the Southern states, he never 
missed a chance to mingle with his pee 
ple. They included university presidents 
Negro plantation owners, lawyers and doe 
tors, domestics, sharecroppers and bums. 

Redding has reported on these people ob 
jectively and honestly. He saw much (t0 
criticise: the Negroes’ lack of co-operation, 
the hyper-sensitive color distinctions within 
the race, the class-conscious successful ones 
who bemean their lowly brothers. 

He saw much to admire: their enduring 
sense of humor, the integrity of those who 
have held to age-old principles, the friendli- 
ness with which he was greeted. 

He found some who believed that the 
Negro is no more the victim of discrimin® 
tion than fhe lower white classes, He, 
himself, saw them living better than the 
white sharecroppers. He met those who 
sincerely asked: “If democracy is so good 
for white folks, why ain’t it good for nig 
gers, too?” The author writes scathingly 
those Negro educators who have mis 
their opportunity to create a respect for 
Negro culture and have aped the 
philosophy of the white man instead.

Longer Shift “Staggers” Urged. 

“War plant employers must im- 
mediately make their shift changes 
about three months apart, Instead 
of every two weeks,” Dr. Howard 
asserted. “It is extremely hard for 
girls to get used to,changing shifts 
every two weeks. They haven't 
had time to get properly adjusted 
before they are changed again. 
Their eating, sleeping and working 
hours are not settled long enough 
to permit their bodies to enjoy 
good health.” 

To add to the danger, he con- 
tinued, women war workers, now 
buoyed by the excitement of in- 
creased wages and war hysteria, 
generally do not seem to know how 
to select thelr own food. 

“They bring for their lunch a 
dry sandwich and buy a soft drink, 
a diet poor in nutrition,” he ex- 
plained. “All plants should give 
their employes, free, a mixed salad 
at lunch. It is cheap in cost and 
an excellent investment in energy, 
increased output, less absence from 
illness and fewer accidents.” 

Lieut. Col. Thomas Turner of the 
War Department medical division 
said that the problem of prostitu- 
tion is well in hand, in addressing 
300 persons at a special session on 
social hygiene at Hotel Jefferson 
last night. But, he added, a large 
number of soliders are being in- 
fected by associates in taverns and 
on the streets. 

Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck, St. Louis 
Health Commissioner, said: “We 
must correct misinformation that 
prostitution is a ‘necessary evil, 
not only in police departments, but 
also among some health officers.” 

- Venereal Disease Report. 

Dr. R. R. Wolcott, United States 
Public Health Service venereal dis- 
ease co-ordinator for the St. Louis 
area, said that in the last six 
months reports from army camps 
all over the country showed that 
500 cases occurred among transient 
soldiers in St. Louis during that 
period. The reports showed that 
one out of three contacted the dis- 
ease in taverns, one out of five in 
hotels and one out of 12 from 
housewives.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
Your individual income tax is go- 
ing to give you a jolt, so you'd bet- 
ter start figuring out now just 
how much of a bite it'll take out 
of your pocketbook. 

In the first place, you'll have to 
take into accoun' e that 
your pay check is go to be 
tapped before you. get it, starting 
Jan. 1, because your em- 
ployer will begin deducting the 5 
per cent special Victory Tax—and 
although that tax provides for re- 
bating part of the money, the soon- 
est you can get any of the rebate 
is March 15, 1944. | 

We'll explain the Vi Tax 
tomorrow, so let’s concentrate now 
on the taxes on your 1942 income 
which you'll have to finance next 


Tax (along with the social security 
deduction of one per cent) is being 
whacked off your pay check, 

We'll start with: 

1, "Exemptions. Except for per- 
sons in active service with the 
armed forces, the new exemption 
figures are: for single persons 
$500; for married persons $1200, 
plus $350 for each dependent. An 
individual in the armed forces be- 
low the grade of commissioned 
officer gets an additional wartime 
allowance of $250 if single and $300 
if married. 

2. Deductions. You'll get the 
usual deductions (contributions to 
charity, certain taxes you've paid— 
including sales taxes, interest paid, 
bad debts, necessary expenses) 
with an ‘important addition: 

If you've had medical. expenses 
amounting to more than five per 
cent of your net income—and not 
compensated by insurance — you 
can deduct the amount in excess 
of five per cent. There’s a limita- 
tion, though—$2500 for head of a 
family, $1250 otherwise. 

The definition of medical ex- 
penses is broad—covering dentistry 
and surgery, hospital and health 
insurance, 

The 10 per cent earned income 
credit is retained for normal tax 
purposes. 

3. Rates. The new normal tax 
rate is 6 per cent. The surtax. be- 
ginning with the first dollar of 
net income after exemptions, starts 
at 13 per cent. In the $2000-$4000 
bracket it’s 16 per-cent; $4000- 
$6000, 20 per cent; $6000-$8000, 24 
per cent; $8000-$10,000, 28 pér cent: 
and so on up to a maximum of 82 
per cent,

EING overweight adds years

abdomen in this way. Unless we 
do something about it, this fat 
sneaks up on our hips and abdo- 
men before we realize it. 

The first step toward attaining 
a shapely figure and keeping the 
hipline slim and young, is to bring 
the weight down to the normal 
level that is compatible with good 
health. . 

It is better to be even a little 
underweight rather than over- 
weight after the thirties.

If you are underweight and need 
to gain, add to this basic diet the 
following foods: bread* and but- 
ter, cream (on cereal, mixed with 
milk), creamed soups and creamed 
vegetables, mayonnaise, olive oil, 
fruits and puddings with cream.

In walking a hospital ward I 
could show you a man whose skin 
is covered with minute hemor- 
rhagic spots, whose real trouble 
is a bacterial infection of the heart 
lining. Another with red lumps 
over the skin of the chest has a 
disturbance of his lymphatic nodes 
—Hodgkins.-Here is one covered 
with itching wheals—the skin is 
merely acting as an outlet for the 
poison in his system.

HERE IS ONE with a thickening 
of the skin on the heel—merely a 
sign of diabetes. Another with a 
flush on the palms of his hands 
attests to a prolonged and habitual 
devotion to the bottle.

NHAT refined revue, “Hellza- 
poppin’,” which opens its fourth 
St. Louis engagement tonight 
at the American Theater, was once 
described by its addled inventors, 
Olsen and Johnson, as “a three- 

hour serving of gonk. , 
“Gonk” is an Olsen-and-Johnson- 
ism, defined as “hokum with rai- 
sins in it.” And one of the most 
luscious raisins in this hokum- 


filled hodgepodge, so aptly enti- 
tled “Helizapoppin,” is a pure-corn 
act entitled “Wither’s Op’ry,” in 
which an old vaudeville veteran by 
the name of Charlie Withers has 
been side-stitching theater custom- 
ers since before Wilhelm II 
whipped up the first World War. 

Charlie and his 257 pieces of 
assorted junk, including an explod- 
ing booze jug and the hindquar- 
ters of a stuffed horse, which go 
to make up the set props for “The 
Old Op’ry House” are new to 
—* present version of “Hellzapop- 

n.”” 

. As the hick opera impresario, 
Charlie in crepe chin foliage, sits 
inthe mouldy opera house: loft in 
full view of the audience. He op- 
erates the home-made thunder ma- 
chine, releases phony snow, feeds 
the opera house stove by remote 
control and continually interrupts 
the actors in the melodramatic 
skits going on below him with bits 
of advice, stage directions and un- 
called-for comments that keep the 
audience in a continuous state of 
hysteria. 

Probably the largest portion of 
unadulterated ham served in the 
production, Charlie’s act fits in 
perfectly with the general impres- 
sion that the cast of “Hellzapoppin™ 
is nothing if not a bunch of refu- 
gees from a booby hatch off on a 
holiday. : 

When Charlie came into pos- 
session of “The Old Op’ry House” 
act back in 1913, it was a respect- 
able production, leaning heavily 
toward scenery and entitled 
“Wrong from the Start,” or “More 
Sinned Against Than Usual.” 

“It was a going, $10,000 act,” 
Charlie explained. “Everett Shinn 
wrote the original melodrama and 
the idea of the loft was already in 


the act. When I acquired it, I 


rewrote the meloédrama, needled it 
up with the hoke and gradually in- 


, \ creased the original props from 
| 10 or 15 to the 257 I now use.”
